The bank is at Main and High 


streets, the most prominent corner in 
the city. 
When the janitor went to 


the.bank Monday morning he discover- 
ed the outside door of the vault open. 
The officers were notified and an inves- 
tigation was made, which disclosed 
that the other doors were lacked, but 
that the vault had been looted o f . all 
Its paper money and gold. The inner 
door was locked with a combinatfon 
lock. 
When this was opened by the 


officers a large sack containing $1,000 
in silver, done up in packages, was 
foiiiid on a chair, where it had been 
left. 
Not a dollar of silver had been 


taken, although several sacks contain- 
ing hundreds of dollars more wors 
found on top of the safe. 


Saturday night about $1G,000 was de- 


posited in the vault. This was stolen, 
as well as about $2,000, which had been 
thrown on top of the safe after it had 
,fceen locked, the money having come iu 
late. • 


The stockholders of the bank are 


among the most conservative men in 
the city, and the bank will not feel 
the loss. 
The door of the bank was 


found locked. Two electric lights had 
been left burning, but.the one in front 
of the vault was turned off.

RELATIONS WITH SPAIN. 


Early Reiteration of Friendly Feeling 


Predicted by the Peace Commissioners 
—Strongly in Favor of Itetulnluff the 
Philippines. 


Washington, Dec. 27.—In discussin 


the frequently repeated statement in 
press dispatches that the sentiment o[ 
the powers, with the 
exception of 


Great Britain, was opposed 
to 
the 


United States and looked with disfavor 
upon the attitude of this government 
in dealing with Spain, Senator Frye, a 


. member of the peace commission, said: 


"I saw no evidence of such sentiment 


existing outside of France 
and 
in 


France that sentiment appeared to be 
confined to the press, which does not 
reflect the sentiment of the nation nor 
of the people generally." 


"Do you think there will be an early 


restoration of cordial 
relations 
be- 


tween Spain and the United States?" 
the senator was asked. 


"I think that very soon after the 


ratification of the peace treaty and the 
restoration 
of 
diplomatic relations 


there will be no difficulty about nego- 
tiating commercial 
treaties 
and 
a 


treaty for the release of prisoners, and 
such other matters directed toward the 
perfect restoration of friendly relations 
between the two governments. 


"I do not believe the Spanish gov- 


ernment will be at all disposed to keep 
up unfriendly feeling between the two 
governments. 
The making 
of 
new 


treaties adapted to the present condi- 
tions would be better than would the 
restoration of the old treaties, 
some 


features of which were obsolete." 


"What has been published with re- 


spect to the treaty of peace seems to 
indicate, does it not, that this govern- 
ment is not committed by these nego- 
tiations with respect to the future dis- 
position of the territory, tho Spanish 
sovereignty over which has been relin- 
quished?" was asked. 


"It indicates very strongly that this 


government is not committed in any 
•way whatever with respect to the dis- 
position and 
government 
of these 


islands. If we are insane enough to do 
so, we might give them all back 
to 


Spain, after the 
ratification 
of 
the 


treaty. If we were fools, we might di- 
•vlde them up among the other foreign 
powers. 


"The whole matter is left in the 


hands of congress. Congress can make 
any disposition of the islands it sees 
fit. The ratification of the treaty will 
not in any way curtail any privileges 
of ours !n this direction." 


Prepare to Sail for Manila. 


Columbus, Ohio, Dec. 27.—Prepara- 


tions for the departure of the Seven- 
teenth United States infantry for the 
Philippines are being rushed forward 
at Columbus post. An estimate sent 
to . the chief quartermaster stows the

M«.}.-Gen. Greene to the war depart- 
ment regarding the civil and military 
conditions which exist in Havana have 
alarmed the officials. 
Gen. Greene Is 


just from the Cuban capital, 
having 


arrived here Monday morning, accom- 
panied by his staff. He left in the aft- 
ernoon for New York. 


He says it is impossible to maintain 


order in Havana now that the Spanish 
troops are departing for their homes 
across the sea. The Cubans have of 
late become unruly and the most posi- 
tive orders from the Americans there 
have but little effect. 
Inasmuch as the 


Americans have not yet taken pos- 
session of the city they can do but lit- 
tle toward enforcing their instructions. 
Gen. Greene thinks that after Jan. 1, 
when the military forces will take ab- 
solute control of-the city and the isl- 
and, ,that peace will prevail. In the in- 
tervening days, however, he believes 
there will be much trouble. 


Gen. Greene's report is borne out by 


the fact that shocking stories of the 
inhumanity and lawlessness of the Cu- 
bans have been received here. In all 
parts of the city 
lawlessness 
takes 


place every hour. Murders are being 
committed in broad daylight and no 
man's property is secure. Stores are 
broken into and residences are 
at- 


tacked and looted. 
The 
authorities 


are without power, apparently, to stop 
the disturbing element. 


Quay's Defeat is Predicted. 


Washington, Dec. 27.—The enemies 


of Senator Quay in Pennsylvania are 
now satisfied that he will be defeated 
for re-election. They have at last suc- 
ceeded in breaking his ranks, a num- 
ber of his former supporters having 
annaunced 
their

against him in the republica caucus. 
Senator Quay has recently made over- 
tures looking to a conference with 
Senator Magee and David Martin, who 
have been fighting him for years. He 
endeavored through influential friends 
to bring about a meeting with Magee 
arid Martin, but they declined to have 
anything to do with him. Sporting 
men in Philadelphia are offering to 
bet 3 to 1 that Quay will be defeated.

KANSAS RAILWAY BILL, 


Populists Agree on a Measure for 
the 


Special SeasiOD. 


Topeka, Kas., Dec. 27.—The 
joint 


caucus of populist members of. the sen- 
ate and house lius practically agreed 
upon the main features of the railroad 
bill to be considered by the special ses- 
sion. 
The bill provides for a recon- 


struction of the state board of railroad 
commissioners, enlarging its scope and 
giving it powers similar to those of a 
court in hearing and passing 
upon 


questions 
involving 
railroad 
rates. 


The board is to consist of three com- 
missioners, a clerk and stenographer, 
and probably an attorney to represent 
the interests of the state in railroad 
controversies. It is not definitely set- 
tled yet whether the bill will provide 
for a special attorney for the board or 
whether the complainant will be re- 
quested to provide his own attorney. 


Under the provisions of the bill com- 


plaints must be filec! with the board in 
much the same manner as in a court 
and a day for trial set after the usual 
notice to all parties concerned. 
The 


board will have power to enforce Its 
decisions and to punish for contempt. 
Appeals to the supreme court are pro- 
vided for. Members of the board are 
to be elected by the people at each 
presidential election, beginning 
with 


the year 1900, the first board to be ap- 
pointed by the executive council in 
April, 1S99. 


It is understood th.it this outline of 


the proposed bill is satisfactory to Gov. 
Leedy.

A prominent member of President 


McKinley's cabinet has outlined the 
policy that is to be adopted by the ad- 
ministration toward the 
Philippine 


islands, as follows: 


1. That while the products of Porto 


Rico and Hawaii are to come in free, 
the products of the Philippine islands 
must pay the Dingley tariff duty. 'We 
are to trade with them on the same 
basis as the rest of the world. 


2. The open-door policy will not af- 


leet the customs dues between 
the 


United 
States and the 
Philippine 


Islands. To make them self-support- 
ing, the Philippine tariff schedule will 
require this country to pay its share of 
customs duties. 


3. The United States is to take the 


Filipinos under its care; to teach them 
the principles of republican institu- 
tions; instill into them love for liberty 
and free institutions. 


4. To help them to a knowledge of 


Belt-government, and while military 
rule must be maintained until other 
laws are made, to place the island gov- 
ernment on a self-sustaining, paying 
basis.
